Editorial . 


(5 architecture for the small rural church seems to 
be difficult to secure these days. During a recent trip 
through the rural areas of New England, the South. and 
the Mid-West, I saw several hundred new churches of many 
denominations either recently constructed or under con- 
struction. I observed, with some disappointment, that 
almost all of these churches lacked architectural vitality. 
Apparently, the congregations and their pastors were quite 
satisfied with simply erecting walls and placing a roof 
over their heads. It was obvious that the buildings, for the 
most part, had little relation to program considerations, 
that their form was nondescript, that cheap and _ unsatis- 
factory materials were being used, and that they were 
linked to the past with a chain of considerable confinement. 
In their shapes, it seemed that these buildings provided 
places where people could retreat from the world and seek 
refuge in the past rather than being places of the present 
and the future where the Eternal One can always be met. 

Why is it that so many of America’s new rural churches 
lack good architecture? It is certainly not the fault of the 
architects. Any architect worth his salt will accept a com- 
mission for a small church as readily as he will a large one. 
I have talked with a number of achitects in our country 
who have stated their desire to design a small church. It 
would be a real challenge to them. The fact is that our 
architects are not being asked to design small rural 
churches. They are not being given the opportunity to show 
that adequate designing for the small church can be 
accomplished within a limited budget. 

Unfortunately, there are too many church members and 
their pastors who look upon architecture as an unnecessary 
luxury. Actually, the opposite is true. When only limited 
funds are available and it is imperative that every penny 
be stretched to its utmost purchasing capacity, it is indeed 
a luxury not to have an expert on architecture to see that 
the congregation gets all it is paying for in design, mate- 
rials, and labor. 

But small churches will not call upon an architect until 
they are first convinced of the legitimacy of the use of 
architecture in the service of the church. To be convinced, 
they must understand. To understand, they must open their 
minds and lift their sights to new meanings, new concepts, 
They must not be like the 
minister who once complained to me that all moder 
The farmer accepts the 
services of science and invention for his plowing, seeding, 


new forms, and new symbols. 


churches were “monstrosities”. 
fertilizing and harvesting. The rural minister uses a modem 
automobile to visit his church membership and to travel 
to town. Rural housewives have electric stoves, mixers, and 
freezers. Yet, these same people repair to a building, for 
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worship services and church programs, 


which would, in its architecture, cor- 
respond to a horse-drawn plow, a 
buggy. or an old-fashioned ice box. 

If religion is to be vital and mean- 
ingful in the America of today and 
tomorrow, the church must not reject 
the services of the arts and sciences. It 
must recognize the best that these dis- 
ciplines have to offer, extract it, adopt 
it, and then mold it to the church’s 
great end. Speaking of architecture, 
particularly, congregations must be 
masters of that which is good and not 
slaves to that which is poor. 

I suspect that there is an economic 
and sociological reason associated with 
the rural American approach to religion 
which gives rise to a theological con- 
servatism. That which does not seem to 
be fully realized, however, is that con- 
servatism, too. can be meaningfully 
and adequately expressed in terms of 
modern architecture. Modern forms 
and materials are not possessed solely 
by religious liberalism, nor do they, by 
their nature, express only “modern” 
religion. The fact is, some of the finest 
ecclesiastical architecture in America 
today has been created by an architect 
working with a conservative congrega- 
tion and pastor. 

Rural America needs to explore the 
tremendous possibilities offered by the 
spirit and approach of modern archi- 
tecture. They must not close their minds 
to this channel of opportunity. If the 
religion of rural America, as such, is 
to be preserved in the form and expres- 
sion of its buildings, this can best be 
done by delineating its character in 
true dramatic forms. A congregation’s 
building is one manifestation of its dia- 
logue with God. If the dialogue is to 
be dramatic, as all dialogue must be 
if it is to be meaningful, it must reflect 
character. It should move other people 
to thought and action, and it should be 
honest to its background and environ- 
ment. Finally, it must use the language 
of its time and be logical in its presen- 
tation. If true dialogue is thus obtained, 
then the building will speak forcefully 
and intelligently, not only to its own 
creating congregation, but to others 
who are thoughtful and serious about 
their religion. It will stand as an ade- 
quate and vital witness to the sustain- 
ing power and majestic strength of the 
Word. wsc

When 
the chapel was nearing completion, it 
was viewed with some reservations and 
some expressed misgivings, not only 
by members of the community, but 
also by some staunch parishioners. 
In a very short time after dedication, 
however, the chapel had won a surpris- 
ing acceptance. In fact, its unusual lines 
and simple dignity drew a constant 
stream of visitors, which to this day, 
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two years later, has not stopped. There 
are those who simply wish to pray and 
meditate, others are building commit- 
tees from other churches, architects 
and architectural students, and the just 
plain curious, 

Without exception, visitors and wor- 
shippers have responded favorably to 
what they have seen of the building 
and experienced in it. Many have ex- 
pressed their pleasure over the “inspir- 
ing” and “worshipful” atmosphere 
created in the interior.

From an entirely practical stand- 
point, after more than two years of use 
the building has proved to be easily 
maintained. Good materials straight- 
forwardly used present small demands 
for repair and upkeep. It must be noted 
that a not insignificant factor in the 
overall impression of inspiring beauty 
is the consummate skill with which the 
lofty site for the chapel was utilized.

wood carving, weighing 450 lbs., of 
the ascending Christ, created by Ger- 
man sculptor Otto Flath of Bad Sege- 
burg, Germany. 

The masonry consists of hard burned 
clay brick—interior and exterior. Ceil- 
ings of the first floor are laminated 
trusses and purlins covered with 
2”x6” “V” planking. All wood is left 
in its natural state and protected with 
butternut stain, shellac, and varnish. 

All artificial light for the sanctuary 
is indirect light from troughs that serve 
as a transitional design element between 
the windows and ceiling. Open back 
and open end pews designed by the 
architect seat 156 in the nave. The over- 
flow area which also serves continually 
during the week as a meeting room 
seats an additional 72. The choir bal- 
cony area seats 45, or a total seating 
of 273. 

Flexibility, multiple use and a style 
that strongly expresses its own belief 
were design determinants. These fac- 
tors mixed with economy of structure 
and low maintenance produced this 
church for a cost of $148,500.00.

ene sometimes strive too hard 
+ for impact in the churches they 
design by having them dominate their 
surroundings. 

Often the surroundings are such that 
impact can be more telling if the build- 
ings are submerged. 

In the design of the Holy Trinity 
Episcopal Church of Sulphur, Louisi- 
ana, the elements of nature have been 
given full consideration. The site for 
the new church and eventual school 
and parish house is situated in a beau 
tifully wooded area of pleasant trees, 
shrubs and gently undulating terrain 
on which the present temporary church 
structure stands. 

During many visits to this site, it 
became increasingly apparent to the 
architects that the all-pervading ele 
ment, unique to this congregation, was 
its feeling for, and awareness of, living, 
growing, organic nature. 

The architects became convinced 
that this nature kinship was the sig: 
nature of the parish and its congrega 
tion and had to be captured in the 
new building. The beauty of the sile, 
its greenness, its large trees, somehow 
had to become an integral part of the

church building. It was felt it was 
essential that the focal symbols of 
church worship, the altar and the cross, 
must in some way be made a part of 
the gentle nature of the site, thus 
illustrating that God was indeed pres- 
ent in these woods, visible, growing 
and vital. 

In designing the church then, it 
seemed proper to extend the altar into 
the woods. A great rude cross, cut from 
a living tree with its roots still in the 
ground is placed outside, among its 
fellow trees, visible through a large 
clear glass east wall back of the free 
standing altar. 

The new church building’s interior 
with its vaulted wood roof, its but- 
tresses and its heavy stained glass of 
abstract design, recalls living tree 
trunks and branches and light filtering 
through foliage. The dramatic view 
across the altar toward the great cross 
beyond, enhances and reinforces the 
focus of worship. 

The building is planned to nestle un- 
obtrusively between the trees just in 
front of a small rise which serves as a 
natural pedestal for the great cross 
outside. Placed in an area of the site 
where it can be seen from the road, it 
will be reached by a winding drive. 

The forms, textures and colors of 
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the exterior have purposely been kept 
simple and unassuming and as com- 
patible as possible with the surround- 
ings. The only attempts at decorative 
effects are through the use of foliated 
designs in the small wrought iron in- 
serts and gates at the entry and _ the 
stylized buttresses slanting straight out 
of the ground to carry through to the 
lines of the roof. 

The church is entered through a 
semi-enclosed terrace, a sort of outer 
narthex which will serve as a milling 
place for the congregation in good 
weather, allowing members to gather 
in conversational groups before and 
after services. This terrace entry is 
designed to provide a pleasing and 
gradual transition from the informality 
of the outdoors to the more formal 
shapes of the narthex and nave. 

The aisles will be wide to accom- 
modate the procession, which is part 
of the Episcopal tradition. Pews, while 
harmonizing, will be as inconspicuous 
as possible, as it is felt that they are 
there for seating the congregation only 
and should not visually intrude in the 
overall effect of the interior. They will 
seat a minimum of 300 persons. Thirty 
places are planned for the choir. 

The pulpit right of the chancel and 
the lectern left are equal and simple

in design. Prayer desks are located 
close to both. The chancel area rising 
to a simple predella at the center in- 
cludes sedalia, bishop’s chair, litany 
desk, and baptismal font at the sides. 

The altar, designed to command the 
attention of the congregation, is a free- 
standing simple dark colored marble 
block, with lighter colored veining. 
Three feet deep, eight feet wide, and 
40 inches high, it has been planned for 
use from either side. 

The church, which will be

with a sacristy for the clergy, a work- 
ing sacristy, a room for the acolytes, 
a bride and consultation room in the 
entry court, and space for organ, piano 
and instruments in the choir loft. 

Holy Trinity Episcopal Church is 
part of a master plan of Holy Trinity 
Parish’s building program. Also plan- 
ned is a multi-purpose gymnasium- 
cafeteria parish hall. Until this is con- 
structed, the present church will be 
retained as a parish hall. 

The master plan also calls for school 
buildings to’ serve the dual function 
of a kindergarten to sixth grade day 
school and a nursery to teen-age Sun- 
day school. These ancillary buildings 
will nestle among the trees as does the 
church, but at some distance from it.

‘hypeee Methodist Church is planned 
for a four acre site in an agricul- 
tural and lumbering area close to the 
Cascade Mountains. The building pro- 
gram calls for a master plan to provide 
facilities for a total membership of 
four to five hundred persons, with sane- 
tuary seating for 150, dinner seating 
for 150, and a church school of 175. 

In this plan the narthex has become 
the central point, connecting the sane- 
tuary, parlor, administrative area. and 
the corridors leading to the edu~ation 
and fellowship wings. Immediately off 
the narthex, also, is the nursery. mak- 
ing it a convenience to young mothers. 
The waiting area for the church office, 
serving as a small library. makes the 
secretary and the pastor immediately 
evident to a stranger entering the 
church. 

The concept of space in the sanc- 
tuary relates the worshipping congre- 
gation to the communion table which 
is composed against an open glass wall 
facing the distant fir-covered hills.

The Symbolism of Forms and Materials

HE first steps in any building pro- 

gram, naturally, require a study of 
the group, its community setting, its 
program, and its present and future 
needs. Other things, such as liturgical 
or ritual requirements, come into con- 
sideration in a very special way when 
there is a definite loyalty to the his- 
torical-traditional background of the 
group. 

More and more the freedom, which 
is a part of the heritage of all religion, 
manifests itself in the choices of archi- 
tectural styles, materials, site locations, 
types and kinds of building. Prosperity, 
across the length and breadth of Amer- 
ica, has brought variety and enlarged 
opportunity to the churches and their 
building committees. No longer are 
they attached, for better or for worse, 
to mere denominational building coun- 
sellors and committees. Rather, the 
highly mobile population of all the 
states has brought the new idea, the 
new form, the new color and the new 
type of architecture to the remotest 
hamlet in the country. 


Forms 


The first principle of the worship 


space was undoubtedly a combination 


of the family situation and the need for 
some kind of privacy for the study of 
the word and the use of the sacraments. 
The days of misunderstanding and 
persecution dictated a great many of 
the forms which we now recognize as 
historical and architectural styles. Lack 
of any kind of worthy police protection 
also called for certain protective meas- 
ures which were logically built into the 
fabric of the building. The entrances at 
ground level, the heavy doors with their 
tremendous forged hinges and _ great 
bars, were all part of the surety against 
invading armies and heavy battering 
rams. High towers were necessary to 
spot the approaching enemy from the 
greatest possible distance. Bells had to 
be individually tuned for the various 
churches so that the ringing of the 
bell could transmit not only the dis- 
tress and the call for help but also the 
exact location of the church and those 
who had sought refuge in it. 

The springs of living water were sig: 
nificant, not only for the baptisms 
which were held there, but also as sup- 
plies of fresh water during the sieges 
which befell the churches everywhere. 
The perpetual light was kept burning 
brightly, not so much because of what 
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it could symbolize in the Name of God, 
but because there was no other source 
of light or fire in the village when the 
flame on the hearth died and the last 
candle was exhausted. 

Churches were guarded not only 
against the foe. but were also constantly 
attended by appointed watchmen be- 
cause the people believed firmly that 
the coming of the Lord was imminent 
and that they had to watch and pray 
against the hour of His coming. The 
famous town-crier of the old English 
towns was headquartered in the church 
to watch for the coming of Christ and 
reported at stated intervals during the

The historic styles of the first 
churches of Christendom in the Middle 
East are most easily discernible today 
in the Mohammedan mosque. The cir- 
cular forms with the central altar repre- 
sented for the people of that day the 
idea of the family of God grouped 
about the altar of God. The develop- 
ment of the reverence paid to martyrs 
and their remains in a “martyrium.” 
soon drew the altar. the focal point. 
away from the center. into a smaller 
recess, or apse. off to one side. or. even. 
in an attached lower section of the 
main building. The general form in 
those days was a single unit construc- 
tion with a dome-like roof which sym- 
bolized for them the overruling and 
protective power of the Heavenly Fa- 
ther. The decoration of the dome em- 
phasized this understanding of God as 
Creator, Protector, and Guide of the 
faithful. 

The western development was alto- 
gether different. That which had he- 
come characteristic under the powerful 
Byzantine empire was ignored more 
and more as the West began to assert 
its autonomy. Existing law courts in 
the basilica type of architecture became 
the accepted standard and. with their 
long-aisled naves, remained the pattern 
for the “Holy rectangle” which so long 
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bound and confined the church archi- 
tecture of the Western world. In some 
places we have not yet been unchained 
and many find themselves uncomfort- 
able in anything but the usual rectan- 
gle. The baroque type of church broke 
away. for a long. heavily ornate period, 
from the long narrow forms which 
gave grace and beauty to much that

HE days, months, and years of a 
church building program present 
some very unique and unusual oppor- 
tunities to a congregation for splendid 
public relations in the community 
through the press, the radio, and in 
larger communities through television. 
This subject reminds one of the story 
written by Ralph Stoody in A Hand- 
book of Church Public Relations. A 
farmer was approached by a salesman. 
“This book on agriculture.” he said, 
“will teach you how to be twice as good 
a farmer as you are now.” “Shucks,” 
replied the prospect, “I don’t need no 
such book. I ain’t farming now half as 
well as I know how.” 

Under the leadership of their pastor, 
and with the help of a good public rela- 
tions committee, many congregations 
are doing a very creditable piece of 
work in public relations. But nearly 
every one will admit that he could im- 
prove and do an even better job. We 
are not practicing public relations half 
as well as we know how. 


The Stage for Public Relations 

The question presents itself very 
naturally: “Whom do you want to 
reach in a good program of public rela- 
tions?” During the building program, 
most churches plan to reach not only 
the church people of the community, 
but also the unchurched public of its 
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locale. While doing this and reaching 
out to these groups, the program. of 
course, should not overlook the mem- 
bership of the church itself. 

The reason for the style of archi- 
tecture chosen for the new project, 
whether it be Gothic. Colonial, or 
modern, should he explained to the 
community. This explanation could 
very easily present an excellent oppor- 
tunity for a testimony of the church to 
its purpose in building for Christ, 
rather than a mere explanation of style. 
In reaching out to the community. the 
church should always keep in mind its 
central function and purpose: to pro- 
claim Christ and hold forth the Cross. 
Anything short of this will tend to 
glorify men, the human builders. and 
will not give full credit to the Builder 
of the Church. 

Much of a good public relations pro- 
gram will center itself in the releases, 
the pictures in the newspapers, and 
some spot radio announcements, People 
are interested in a new church, and 
editors are interested in giving their 
community news of local events. 
Church buildings and developing the 
church from blue print to finished stage 
is news for a community. 

The decision of a congregation to 
purchase a site for its permanent loca- 
tion or to purchase a new site for a 
relocation program should be an-

nounced as one of the first steps. The 
selection of the building committee. the 
meetings of the building committee, 
the choice of architect. the style of 
the building, ground-breaking. corner- 
stone laying, and finally the dedication 
of the new edifice all give splendid 
opportunity to a church to tell its story 
to its community and offer untold 
opportunities to explain the message 
of the Church through the building 
program. Many newspapers have given 
excellent coverage to a church’s finan- 
cial program before or during a build 
ing fund effort. They are usually very 
willing to give the financial goals set 
for a fund raising program and to give 
good followup coverage. Each of the 
foregoing events. and in some instances 
other events entering into the building 
of the church, afford good opportunity 
to obtain excellent publicity. 


Relations with the Press 

A prime requisite for good news 
paper publicity is to know the editor 
or editors of the papers in the com- 
munity.

Air Conditioning for the Church

4 ben number of air conditioned 
churches is increasing everywhere 
and as more congregations realize the 
benefits that accrue to them as a result 
of air conditioning, this number will 
continue to grow. 

Commercial establishments, such as 
theaters. have long realized that it is 
impossible to hold the attention of their 
audiences when the people are uncom- 
fortable. This is equally true of a 
church where a large number of people 
are gathered together in close prox- 
imity. Each person gives off approxi- 
mately 100 BTU’s of heat an hour and 
this can quickly cause the temperature 
and humidity in an enclosed space to 
rise to a point well above the comfort 
level. Under such conditions, it be- 
comes difficult, if not impossible, for 
people to concentrate and, as a result, 
they are not a receptive audience. In- 
evitably, another result will be a de- 
cline in church attendance. 

Even though there have been a large 
number of churches air conditioned, 
there are still many questions in the 
minds of those who have the responsi- 
bility of signing the contracts for any 
improvements that are made to the 


church. Just what yardsticks should be 
used in measuring an air conditioning 
system? What should the contractor be 
asked to do, and what should the con- 
gregation look for in a good air condi- 
tioning system? To put it another way, 
what are the considerations an engi- 
neer should keep in mind when he is 
designing a good air conditioning sys 
tem for a church? 

Let us proceed to highlight some of 
these considerations, to show how they 
have been applied in actual installa- 
tions and to point out some of the 
benefits that have accrued to congrega- 
tions as a result of the installation of 
good air conditioning in a church. 

Possibly the first point that should 
be considered in the installation is 
keeping the noise level te an absolute 
minimum. All mechanical equipment 
should be located outside of the condi- 
tioned space. Frequently, room is avail- 
able in the basement. However, some- 
times it is more convenient to place 
When 


neither of these places is available. the 


the equipment on the roof. 


equipment may have to be placed in @ 
vestibule or corridor. In such cases, a0 
enclosure should be built around the 
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equipment. The enclosure should be 
constructed of sound absorbing ma- 
terial so that the equipment noise is 
not transmitted to the conditioned 
space. 

The ducts must be designed with 
fairly low air velocities and portions 
of them should be lined with acoustical 
material. Short duct connections be- 





tween a mechanical equipment room | 


and a grille should be avoided, as these | 


will act as megaphones in transmitting 


blower and other mechanical noises to | 


the conditioned space. 

The grilles must be selected and 
placed so that their air velocities are 
low, minimizing the air noise. It is 
recognized that with some types of 
church architecture this is not easy to 
accomplish. Carved screens and arches, 
for example, often interfer with an 





engineer's plans for an air distribution | 


system. Nevertheless, every effort must 


be made to achieve good air distribu- 


tion with the minimum outlet velocity. 


The next point to consider deals with 
the church building itself. The ducts 
and equipment must be installed so that 
they do not detract from either the in- 
terior or the exterior of the church. The 


architectural integrity of the structure | 


must not be violated. Within this archi- 
tectural integrity the air distribution 


system should he designed so that it is | 


as draft. free as possible. 

The air motion at the seating level, 
wherever possible, should be from the 
front to the back of the church so that 
the air is moving towards the congrega- 
tion’s faces rather than towards the 
backs of their necks. 


If a church has only one service on | 


a Sunday some savings can be realized 
by taking advantage of the so called 
“fly wheel” effect of the building mass. 
This is particularly true when the 
church has relatively heavy construc- 
tion. By pre-cooling the church before 
the service starts, the required equip- 
ment capacity can be reduced as much 
as 30%. It is important to emphasize 
though, that this is not possible when 


more than one service is held on a | 


Sunday morning.

and modernization of churches. 
than at any time in the past two 
decades. In the past ten years alone, 
almost $10,000,000,000 has been spent 
on religious construction, and total con- 
struction in 1960 could easily add 
another $1.000,000,000. 

Meeting the demands for financing 
new churches requires sounder plan- 
ning, more functional organization, 
and more knowledgeable direction than 
ever before, if the needs are to be met 
effectively and with economy. Because 
of the national demand for congrega- 
tion dollars, there has emerged an in- 
creasingly sound relationship between 
the church in need of extraordinary 
funds and 


professional fund-raising 


counsel . . . . a relationship which pro- 
duces many millions of dollars a year 
for church purposes. 

The task of obtaining “over-and- 
above” giving from congregations is 
no small administrative problem. Rela- 
tively few churches have reserves or 
endowments to draw upon for new con- 
struction. The task of meeting current 


operating costs is an unending problem.

Professional raising counsel 
of church expansion. Congregations are 
advised not to rush into a fund-raising 
venture on a grand scale until they 
have done some soul searching, asking 
such questions as these: 

1. Is our house in order? 

2. Is our church program effec- 

tive? 
3. Is our management sound? 


4. Are there 


to meet initial money-raising 


funds available to 


costs ? 
5. Is our governing board active 
and representative ? 
6. Is our congregation united? 
And most important, is there general 
agreement in the congregation of the 
need? If the answers to these prelimi- 
nary steps are in the affirmative, then 
the church leadership may be prompted 
to explore the possibilities of profes- 
sional fund-raising assistance. 
Qualified professional counsel should 
be selected with the same care as a 
surgeon—on a basis of continued suc- 
cessful performance. Furthermore, com- 
petent professional fund-raising coun- 
sel should be able to assign qualified 


staff under the supervision of an officer 
of the church, make preliminary pro- 
posals as to working terms, and indi- 
cate estimated costs based on a broad 
knowledge of previous campaigns. 
Costs, of course, will include compen- 
sation for the counseling firm. Members 
of the American Association of Fund- 
Raising Counsel adhere to a strict code 
of ethics which stipulates member firms 
do business “only on the basis of a 
fixed fee”. Finally, the counsel should 
offer evidence of compliance with all 
local and state laws requiring registra- 
tion and the posting of bonds.

review the preliminary estimate of 


The fund-raising counsel 
needs and potential support made by 
the church leaders. Such an initial re- 
view may bring to light basic weak- 
nesses which would render the work 
of competent counsel ineffective. At the 
very least, such preliminary review will 
result in counsel’s later making an im 
dependent, thorough investigation of 
the project. 

A fund-raising counsel will be ini 
tially interested in: 


1. The Case 
2. Leadership 
3. Donors 

4. Workers 
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5. Working Funds 

Of these requirements, the case is 
most important. Without a strong case, 
no effort in fund raising can succeed. 
It is an orderly, compelling statement 
of the needs, convincingly detailed, and 
specific enough to provide the ready 
answer to the inquiries of both the con- 
vinced and the doubting. 

Given a sound case, there is the 
essential of leadership . . . the assured 
service of men and women who will be 
working leaders stamping the endeavor 
with prestige and character. They must 
be willing to demonstrate their faith 
in the cause by giving, and in a man- 
ner sufficient to set high standards for 
all other prospective givers. They must 
be willing to give generously and to 
ask others to give in similar fashion. 
The top leadership must have the re- 
spect of the congregation and com- 
munity, and be representative of the 
institution and its people. It must be 
actual, and not paper leadership. 

Prospective donors in a church cam- 
paign must be found in the church 
membership. There are, occasionally, 
times and circumstances in which lead- 
ers and workers can obtain gifts out- 
side the congregation—from parents 
whose church 
schools, or adults active in church- 
related affairs. The basic body of pros- 


children are in the 


pects, however, and the only one to be 
counted upon, is the membership of 
the church. 

The machinery of any campaign 
may be directed and lubricated by the 
leadership, but it is the workers who 
actually make the wheels go ‘round. It 
is to be expected that everyone in the 
congregation will give. But to get 
people to give, they must be asked. 
Therefore, there must be a sufficient 
number of workers to make certain 
that every member of the congregation 
receives a personal visit and an oppor- 
tunity to give. 

A final essential requirement is the 
working fund necessary to get the en- 
deavor off the ground. This need not 
be a large amount, and a rough esti- 
mate may be given by the professional 
fund-raising counsel. Whatever sum of 
such “seed money” is fixed upon, it 
should include enough for the basic 
expenses of office operation—postage, 
letterheads, stenographic and clerical 
service; the costs of printed material, 
campaign leaflets and pamphlets, pledge 
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cards, and receipts; rent if need be; 
and possibly the underwriting of the 
costs of campaign dinners and meet- 
ings; and finally, the fee of profes- 
sional counsel. 

Having all facts available, the fund- 
raising counsel will review in depth, 
and in the light of his broad experi- 
ence, the factors important to the suc- 
cess of the campaign. Counsel will seek 
answers to such questions as: 

1. How much is really needed to 
do the job? 





2. How much can be raised? 
3. From whom and how soon? 

First, the professional counsel will 
study the record of the institution, its 
income and its outgo over a period of 
years. The souce of its income will be 
analyzed, the progressive growth of 
the budget, and the effort required to 
raise the budget. 

Investigation will also call for very 
careful examination of the case—the 
past history of the church, its growth

Overcoming Teaching Barriers 


_ using A-Vs in the church 
(or anywhere, for that matter) 
knows that without the life-blood of 
leadership development, such use soon 
becomes anemic. One family in five 
moves each year; one teacher or 
worker in three must be replaced each 
year. Thus, the development job is 
timeless. 

Two big parts are present in this 
job. People need motivation to involve- 
ment first. They need consideration of 
concepts and skills second. Reams have 
been written on the latter segment, but 
little can be found on the former. 

So, these lines are written in the 
hope of filling something of a vacuum 
in the field, of equipping existing lead- 
ers with the arms required for a first 
step. In the midst of already crowded 
schedules, why should anyone bother 
with A-Vs? 

Let’s look at some logic. We have the 
most important mission of mankind in 
the church. For that mission to be man- 
ifest, it must be made available, it must 
be shared, it must be communicated. 
Solid research and experience have 
proven that audio-visual methods and 
materials are among the most effective 
tools of communication known today. 

In other words, motivation should 
begin with the “great commission,” 
with the bedrock of our religious being,

with the dedication of doing the best 
job with the best tools available. It’s 
not that simple, of course. 

Many practical obstacles to A-V use 
still stand in the way. There are valid 
reasons why some people just won’t use 
audio-visuals. But there are valid re- 
sponses to these reasons, too. Recogni- 
tion of the barriers and steps to over- 
come them could be the most strategic 
part of a leadership program. 

At least nine specific illustrations 
come to mind. Various ones may apply 
in varying degrees to varying situa- 
tions, yet all probably are too familiar. 

1. TRADITION (‘‘We’ve gotten 
along fine without them up til now; 
we'll continue to do fine without them 
in the future.”) If this Christian is 
consistent, he had better sell his auto- 
mobile, switch to kerosene lamps, and 
move back to a log cabin. God's pro- 
gressive revelation is wondrous, indeed, 
and we must respond to it as He makes 
known his many miracles year after 
year. The great family of A-V insights 
and instruments are God-given. Jesus 
in his parables, his writings in the sand, 
and in his repeated references to sym- 
bols of truth knew this centuries ago. 

2. DIGNITY (“Some things may be 
proper outside the church but improper 
in the church; after all, it is God's 
house.”) The point is well-taken, but 


a bit naive. Historically, the church has 
encouraged the visual arts as manifest 
in stained glass, in altars, in the over- 
all architecture of any place of worship. 
Used as they were intended by their 
creators, all audio-visual aids to edu- 
cation, inspiration, and motivation are 
appropriate in the church. 

3. JEALOUSY (“The pulpit never 
will be replaced by a screen and sound 
projector in my church!”) Amen, 
brother, so should it ever be. No A-V 
advisor worth his amperes would ever 
argue the point. Just as the organ was 
never intended to replace congrega- 
tional singing but to complement it, the 
audiovisual was never intended to re- 
place preaching but to reinforce it. 
Occasionally, a motion picture or chalk 
talk may supply a “visual” message but 
never on a permanent basis. 

1. MIS-USE (“I’ve never seen one 
of those things used right yet; those 
who use them violate almost every law 
of learning.”) Well, if a shoe fits, it 
should be put on. This truth may hurt, 
but it may be only a partial truth. 
Sadly enough, some A-V_ enthusiasts 
have brought more hurt than help to 
their colleagues. They have suggested 
that tried and true teaching methods 
are obsolete with A-Vs around, or they 
have made some miscues accidentally 
while trying to do an effective utiliz®- 
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tion job. But Ben Franklin did not 
harness lightning on his first try and 
maybe “new” materials and methods 
will not be their first 
few tries. The point, of course, is that

6. MONEY (“We just can’t afford 
them.”)

one that is to come.” and we become 
again God’s people in the wilderness 
of the world, pitching their tents along 
the road to the Promised Land and, so, 
the form becomes a symbol. 

We discover the head of a Univer. 
sity School of Architecture imposing a 
great eight-sided, steeply pitched roof 
on top of a marvelous and airy square 
and we remember that “regeneration” 
must be effected for all those who dwell 
in the four corners of the earth and. so, 
the form becomes a symbol. In a little 
village church in Texas, we find a 
beautiful circular treatment, light and 
air and wonderful vistas coming in 
through high glass walls on all sides. 
Suddenly we realize that we have taken 
our place in the very heart of the 
symbol for eternity and that the God 
who is on the way to us and we, who 
are on the way to God, are surrounded 
and embraced and held fast in a build- 
ing that is already a symbol of the God 
who is eternal, and the message which 
is eternal, and the life, which is eternal. 

We do well, then. as we sit and talk 
with one another about building, to 
insist that what it says by its form is 
important. To say nothing would be 
tragic—to say it badly would be sinful 
—to say it well might mean the differ- 
ence between life and death for some 
precious soul. 

What will be the new forms for to- 
morrow? Will they consider the need 
of man in a fear-filled world? Will they 
offer him comfort and security in a 
time of dread and despair? Will they 
speak of deep earnestness and sensi- 
tivity in a calloused age and time? Will 
there be a warm welcome over against 
the rejection and the coldness of the 
world? Somehow, we shall have to 
learn to say it well. We shall have to 
say what the church has always said 
in new ways and in a warmer way. 
Somehow, what we are must radiate 
from what we build so that none may 
doubt or misunderstand, but all read 
the message clearly because the time 
is late and the world nearer to its end 
than it ever was. 


Materials 

Even more than the forms, the ma 
terials have spoken in their own lan- 
guage. Their durability, their growth, 
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their use, and their significance are 
dways helping to interpret what the 
faith means and has to say to those who 
will hear. 

Stone is the fabric of the everlasting 
hills “from whence cometh our help”— 
the symbol of the altars built with 
rough hewn stone. Wood becomes the 
ymbol of the growing church becom- 
ing more useful as it continues to grow. 
Brick becomes the symbol of the church 
in its trials, brought through the fires 
of testing and temptation to greater 





usefulness. |

strength, durability, and 


Steel and other metals, in 
tive power, becomes symbolic of we 
way in which character is developed | 
through the blazing fires of affliction 
as in the blast furnaces of God the 
dross and slag is burned away, and 
separated, and the good, clean metal, | 
ready for polish, and gloss, and lovely 
highlights, comes to view. Precious 
metals are always used most sparingly 
lest the church be accused of flaunting 
wealth and power. It is reserved for 
the choice vessels of the sacraments and 
formed with special grace and care to 
symbolize the great preciousness of the 
gift of the grace of God to the believer. 

A prize example of the symbolism of 
materials is the stained glass window. 
Glass is made from the most ordinary | 
and lowly materials, the very dust of 
the earth and the sand of the seashore. 
The colors are bound in the ordinary 
things of nature. One piece by itself 
says very little but, when it is combined | 
with other pieces and other colors, it| 





can be a veritable rainbow of beauty | * 


for God and His people. Even the) 
materials that bind the glass together | 
into its colorful unity and significance | 
are the same lowly stuff of the earth—| 
lead, the true base metal—new plastics 
or old cement—they are, all of them, 
only combinations of the lowliest things. 

For the thoughtful Christian this 
becomes the symbol of his life—how 
God takes him, lowly as he is, and by 
combining him with the colorful ele- | 
ments of others into the membership 
of the church, he and they together 
become a thing of beauty. To the cyni-| 
cal it may still seem as though it were 
only sand, and shells, and lead, and 
putty. But, for the seeing-eye, and 





listening-ear, and_believing-heart, it |

siderable amount of carved woodwork 
embellishing the interior. Air condi- 
tioning was very necessary but it would 
have been out of order to have inter. 
ferred with the architecture. The sup. 
ply of air was introduced to the church 
proper through grilles located in the 
side the arches. These 
grilles were painted to match the walls 


walls above 
and are inconspicuous. Two 20 ton air 
conditioning units were located on the 
roof on each side of the building and 
concealed from the street behind 
parapets. 

The supply duct conducting air to 
the grilles, located on the street side 
of the church, ran along the side of 
the building and. but for the resource- 
fulness of the installing agency. would 
have detracted considerably from the 
appearance of the church. This duct 
was painted to resemble the masonry 
construction of the church. Even the 
mortar of the joint was painted on the 
duct werk so that it blended in with 
its background. The supply ducts were 
lined with acoustical material and the 
grilles selected for low air velocity to 
minimize the noise level inside the 
church. 

Another example of good installation 
is in a church that is almost square 
in shape. There is a raised portion over 
the center of the church that has a 
dome type ceiling with windows located 
on four sides of the raised portions. 
These windows are approximately 25 
feet above the church floor. Three 15 
horsepower air cooled packages were 
located on the roof to the rear of the 
church, so that the parapets and church 
construction concealed the equipment 
from the street. The glass was removed 
from the windows of the raised portion 
on the rear side of the church and two- 
way grilles were installed in its place. 
Duct work from the air conditioning 
units was run to the grilles. Because of 
the fact that these grilles were located 
so high above the occupied portion of 
the church, it was not necessary to pro 
ject the cool air a great distance in 
order to achieve good distribution. As 
a consequence. the grilles were over 
sized so that the air velocity in both 
the grilles and the ducts was low and 
the air just literally spilled down into 
the occupied area. This gave excellent 
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draft free distribution with a very low 
noise level. 

In another church that was air con- 
ditioned recently, the architecture was 
of a contemporary design. There were 
no parapets or other items of construc- 
tion that could be used to conceal duct 
work and equipment. The equipment 
was therefore located in the basement. 
The church proper was located on a 
level approximately three or four feet 





above the ground, and Sunday School | 
rooms were located at the ground level | 


below the church. The church floor was 
constructed of flexi core sections which 
had five inch hollow 
crosswise of the church. A corridor 
extended down the center of the ground 
or Sunday school section. The 


cores running 


level, 
engineer ran a supply duct along the 
ceiling of this corridor and tapped into 
a fixed number of these hollow cores. 
A riser was installed in the outer walls 
running from the floor level to the sill 
of the window, and a grille was located 
in this sill. The air was then conducted 
down the supply duct, through the 
hollow cores in the floor to the riser 
and projected upward towards the cen- 
ter of the church through the grille. 
This system takes care of both the heat- 
ing and the cooling. It does an excellent 
job and satisfies all considerations. 
In talking to the ministers and trus- 
tees of churches that have recently | 
installed air conditioning, we have been 
informed about the benefits they have 
noticed or realized as a result of this 
investment. Universally they have 
noticed that their attendance has in- 
creased during the summer months. 
They have also noticed summer attend- 


resulted in a higher winter attendance. 
Also, air conditioned churches have 
attracted new members to the church 
from those people who have moved into 
the community the 
months. 


during summer 

Contributions are greater and fre- 
quently increased enough to cover the 
cost of air conditioning. Housekeeping 
and decorating costs are reduced. Since 
it is possible to conduct the service in 
comfort with the windows closed, traffic 
and other distracting noises are shut 
out. Summer usage of the church by 
various groups is increased and there- 
by the impact of the church on the 
community is greater.

vance. This may take a little more plan- 
ning than merely to beat the deadline. 
but the additional planning in submit- 
ting the story early will pay off in big 
dividends in good will with the editor. 
In the long run, it is also much more 
helpful to your own nerves—not to 
have to beat a deadline. 

In order to meet deadlines, especially 
for a Monday morning edition of a 
Sunday afternoon event, it may be 
necessary to write portions of the re- 
lease beforehand. If a guest preacher 
or speaker will be present, try to obtain 
some quotations from his sermon or 
address before he arrives to speak. In 
this way. you can embody some strik- 
ing sentences in a release which you 
may have ready before the service. 
Only the finishing touches need to be 
written at the end of the service, such 
as the size of the congregation and the 
like. Such pre-service preparation will 
greatly facilitate a well prepared re- 
lease which will meet the deadline of a 
Monday morning edition. 


If your area is covered by morning 


| and evening papers, it is wise to meet 


| the deadline of the morning paper, so 


that the evening paper does not “scoop” 
the morning edition. Nothing is as dead 
as stale news. especially when it is old 
religious news. As a rule. the morning 
edition prefers to cover the events of 
a Sunday before the Tuesday morning 
edition; many refuse to print an article 
if it has not been released in time. 


If an editor or a reporter thinks of

| The Follow-Up Story 





After the event has taken place, a 
good follow-up story should be sent to 
the editor. He has given space to the 
coming event; now he and the readers 
are interested in what actually took 
place. Again, this will often mean 4 
certain amount of planning ahead of 
time; it will mean sitting down altet 
an event and writing a release when 
perhaps everybody is tired and grateful 
that everything was such a great suc 
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cess. On the other hand, the editor 
would like to report what happened, 
and unless someone takes the time to 
tell about this matter, the editor will 
feel rather “left out”. Consciously or 
unconsciously, the importance of future 
events for your church may be decided 
in the mind of the editor on whether | 
you produce a good follow-up story. 


Objective Reporting 
In developing good press relations, 
| 
the church must always be dependable. | 


An editor once said, “When anyone 


does your 
mimeograph 





says he will call or bring something in. 
ministers as a whole can be depended | 
on least.” While this certainly is not | 
true of every minister in his press re- | 
leases, yet, it happens with enough fre- 


quency that the relationship between 
the press and the clergy is not always 
ideal. The little effort spent in develop- 
ing reliability for one’s church will be 
very helpful in cementing a good rela- 
tionship with an editor. 

The temptation is very great to re- 
lease a long story at the very beginning 
of a building program. The article 
might be very long and may make a 
good impression on readers from the 
outset. It is much better, however, to 


release portions of the story from time 


to time. If you say everything you have 
to say the very first time, there may 
be no second release. The editor is 
always looking for something new and 
fresh. A number of shorter releases will 
keep the public better informed than 
one long article. One release may be 
missed by many people; a series of 
releases has a far greater chance of 
being read by a greater number of 


people. 


Always feed facts to the press. The | 
paper desires to report accurately to its | 


readers, and if someone releases a story 


which is not factually correct in every | 


detail, the editor will know of this in 
a very short time. In the future. he 
may question the reliability of reports 
from a particular church. If you hoped 
for an attendance of five hundred. and 
only one hundred and fifty attended, 
then do not write, “Well over five hun- 


dred attended the ground-breaking | 


service.” Even if you are disappointed 
at the attendance for a particular event, 
or if something did not materialize 
quite as planned or hoped for, it would

If possible, all the important facts 


should be in the first sentence. They | 


must all be in the lead paragraph. 
Since news articles state everything of 
importance first, and then in descend- 
ing order the matters of lesser impor- 
tance, it is essential that all the basic 
facts are in the first paragraph. Often 
this is referred to as the 5 W’s and H: 
Who, What, When, Where, Why and 
How. In preparing a release always 
check the 5 W’s and the H. 

Newspapers look best when their 
articles are made up of shorter para- 
graphs. Long paragraphs tend to lose 
reader interest. One typed line usually 
makes two lines in newspaper column 
print. The editor will appreciate short 
paragraphs in releases.

“In brief outline form, a fact sheet 
presents all the facts concerning any 
specific event. These include— 
1. The 5 W’s and H in detail 
(Who, What, When, Where, 
Why and How.) 
2. Prominent persons participat- 
ing, with information on each. 
3. The extent of the impact of the 
event. 
4. Unusual features of the event. 
5. How event ties in with denomi- 
nation’s year-round ‘big’ pro- 
gram. 
6. Picture possibilities suggested.” 


Using Photographs 

As in other areas, a picture con- 
nected with a news release is worth 
many words. A number of people look 
through the entire newspaper, first of 
all, to see the pictures. 

Suggest to the editor that the event 
is worth a picture. Talk the picture 
possibilities over with him. Special 
events connected with the construction 
of the church make excellent picture 
possibilities. 

Photographs may be obtained in one 
of two ways. They are either taken on 
the part of the church by its own 
photographer, or they are taken by the 
press photographer. Usually it is much 
simpler to have the picture taken by 
the press photographer, and the possi- 
bility of its being used is much greater. 
He will know just what or whom the 
editor would like in a picture.

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keep on good terms with newspaper 
photographers. In many instances, even 
to the annoyance of their own editors, 
they are the most self-confident, self- 
sufficient group of people with whom 
you have to deal in newspaper work. 
A newspaper correspondent once said, 
“They are a people unto themselves.” 
While this does not hold true of every 
one of them, certainly it is true of a 
great number. In dealing with a pho- 
tographer, work together with him. He 
has been given instructions as to what 


pictures to take, whom to include, and 


the editor expects him to come back | 
with these people in the picture. You 
may suggest to him other possibilities, | 


but it is well not to try to dictate to 
him. 

When photos are to be taken, be sure 
to have the people that are needed at 
the proper place at the proper time. If 
the photographer is late. do not chide 
him. He may have heen delayed at 
some other event. and it might not be 
his fault that he was late. Have some- 
one prepare all the names (full names), 
title, church represented. city, etc. This 
information should be ready for the 
photographer when he comes to take 
the picture. 

The photographer of today usually 


tries to get a very natural picture of | 


the group. As a rule, the editor does 
not want more than four or five. often 
even less, in a picture. More than this 
usually means the people will not be 
identifiable when the picture appears 
in the newspaper.

eventually be erected. If the dream of 
building the church takes years and 
the sign becomes run down, be sure 
that it is refurbished from time to time, 
otherwise people will get the impres- 
sion that this particular church is run- 
down also. 

Be sure to invite the local town or 
city officials to the important events 
connected with the construction of the 
church. Give them an opportunity to 
bring the good wishes of those whom 
they represent. If you know how many 
will be present, reserve seats for them 
at a service. 

In the face of all the excitement and 
the things that can and often do go 
wrong at the last minute, the pastor of 
a church 
things can detract from a service or 


should remain calm. Few 
from some special event as much as a 
pastor who has become so excited that 
he is running hither and yon, hardly 
knowing what he is doing. or possibly 
even losing his temper. If you want 
calm, Mr. Pastor 
must first of all remain calm and in 
complete control of the situation. An 
excited or irritable minister will not 


others to remain 


be forgotten by many people, especially 
the visitors at a service. This may be 
the first impression which others have 
of the leader of this particular church, 
and here the best foot must be kept 
forward. 

If at all possible, a completed build- 
ing should be dedicated. When the day 
of dedication is held, people are look- 
ing for a completed building. If all 
kinds of minor details are not com- 
pleted, if the premises have not been 
cleaned up as they should have been, 
if the windows have not been cleaned, 
if electrical boxes are exposed, these 


things will make for poor public rela- | 
tions in the community. Many people | 


may come to a church only once; the 
impression they receive of the church 
and the congregation is going to be the 
impression made on the day they are 
there. A church cannot afford to give 
a poor impression on the day of dedi- 
cation. It would be far better to wait 
an extra two or three weeks before 
dedicating, than to dedicate a building 
not as complete as it should be.

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should be of high quality. It is far | 
better to have it printed than to use a 


poor quality homemade booklet. The | 
pictures in a printed booklet are much 
clearer and much sharper. Many peo- 
ple will keep a special program or book 
for a long time; they will show it to 


their friends. They will show it in later 


years to their children. If it is worth 
while taking the effort to produce a 
booklet, then it is worth every bit of 
what it will cost extra (and that is 
usually not much more) to produce an 
attractive booklet. 

We might say the same of special 
printed “orders of service” for the spe- 
cial days of a building program. If at 
all possible, the program should be 
printed. If a church needs to resort to 
mimeographing a program, care should 
be taken that the program done in this 
way be of the highest quality. 

In many smaller towns and cities, | 
the 


could be used for announcing special 


facilities of local radio stations 
services. Again, this will mean a small 
amount of special effort on someone’s 
part to carry out an assignment, but 


if the material is presented properly, 


many local stations are willing to co- 
operate with a church in its special | 
events.

There will also be some inquiry 
of the internal public relations, to make 
certain that there are no hidden bar-

pective leader in order to determine 


which leaders should be asked to accept | 


which tasks. In addition, the avail- 
ability and enthusiasm of workers will 
be measured. When the inquiry has 
covered the necessary ground, there will 


be an evaluation of the facts gathered. | 


The professional fund-raising coun- 
sel will then prepare a plan of action 


based on this analysis of facts—a basic | 


program adapted to the local condi- 
tions, related to the experience and 
knowledge of the procedures which 
have succeeded in the past. 

The plan is the roadway for the 
march onward. It will present a brief 
statement of the case, general specifica- 
tions and policies which will prevail in 
the campaign, a plan of the organiza- 
tion needed, a publicity plan, a budget 
of costs, and a time schedule which will 
keep the campaign moving forward 
toward specific objectives on a firm 
timetable. 

As a most vital part of the plan, the 
statement of the case should be concise 
and convincing, documented to a de- 
gree which will answer any questioning 
as to need and future purposes. It 
should be stated in such a manner as 
to first, to 
arouse interest; 


draw attention; second, 
third, to create con- 
viction; and, finally, to lead to desire 
and action. 

The financial goal will be defined in 
the plan within limits which have rea- 
sonable chances of attainment. There 
are various thoughts on the size of 
goals. Some maintain the goal should 
be within reach, and others hold that 
a higher goal spurs greater effort.

Various rule-of-thumb formulas for 
defining the money terms of the goal 
are suggested from time-to-time. There 
are some who maintain no sum greater 
than five times the annual budget can 
be raised. Others set their sights lower 
and fix the estimate of the goal at four 
times the annual budget. Any rule-of. 


thumb, however, should be nothing 


more, and the goal should not be 
limited by any formula but by the 


potential resources in sight. 
Almost as important as the goal is 
policy governing the manner of giving. 
If cash payments are called for, smaller 
gifts may be expected than if long 
term pledges are sought. Most church 
campaigns are based upon pledges. 
Donors are urged to make their pledges 
on the basis of a given amount pledged 
every week for periods as long as three 
years. Many fund raisers take the posi- 
tion that the longer the pledge period. 
How- 


ever, overlong pledge periods raise the

The time schedule is of major impot- 
tance to the success of the campaign. 
Each step in the campaign is defined 
and timed to provide continuous ac 
tivity, with fixed objectives being mel 
at fixed times. Failure to meet the time 
schedule is a real danger signal. Av 
interruption in a campaign. in mos 
instances, means a loss of momentum— 
and since church campaigns thrive om 
short but intensive action, lost momet 
tum can threaten failure. Campaigns 
which are carried beyond their schet- 
ule, end frequently with decreasing 
enthusiasm and returns. 

Now, the campaign and profession# 
counsel move out of the area of pape! 
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work into the field of actual operation. 
The plan is presented to the board 
which should approve it, and as a first 
sep toward attainment of the goal, 
each member should make his or her 
own pledge. This is a critical point in 
the campaign. Members of the board 
must set a pace, which everyone will 
recognize as not only proportionate to 
their ability to give and pledge, but 
indicating some sacrifice. It is often 
the function — perhaps the unhappy 
function—of the professional fund-rais- 
ing counsel to emphasize this fact. 
Once the board has given its own 
evidence of deep interest, the work of 
creating the organization begins—the

The first committee to be appointed 
may be a “rating committee” composed 
of a small group of leaders who have 
knowledge of the resources within the 
congregation and are able, in confi- 
dence, to estimate what individual 
members might reasonably be asked to 
give. 

When the rating has been done, an 
advance gifts committee may be formed 
to solicit the prospective givers who 
can be counted on for pace-setting 
gifts. These gifts, in their total, repre- 
sent a sufficiently large part of the total 
goal to give the campaign an atmos- 
phere of success before it is formally 
launched. Advance gifts amounting to 
60 per cent or more of the total goal 
are sought. Under some circumstances,

the advance gifts committee is merged, 
since the members of the rating com. 
mittee are frequently also advance gift 
prospects. 

Other operating committees may in- 
clude a publicity committee, an events 
committee, and possibly a special gifts 
committee if all the assignments in this 
area have not been taken by the ad- 
vance gifts committee. 

The heart of the campaign, of course. 
is in the solicitation committees. This 
group of workers, organized under cap. 
tains, is assigned prospects for solicita- 
tion. Ideally, there should be one volun- 
teer solicitor for every three prospects. 
This assures wide coverage. The pro- 
fessional fund-raising counsel, mean- 
while, undertakes the training of the 
workers, the listing of prospects, ex- 
ploration of the possibilities of pros- 
pective givers outside the organization, 
the direction of publicity, the day-to- 
day and the 
evaluation of achievement—all of this 
against the time schedule. The han- 


routine management, 


dling of funds and pledges will rest 
entirely in the hands of a treasurer, 
appointed by the Chairman. 

When the organization is complete, 





the campaign is launched—usually 
with a dinner or an event designed to 
attract attention, present the objectives, 
demonstrate urgent necessity for meet- 
ing these objectives, and giving evi- 
dence of wide participation of leaders 
and workers. 

The opening event will be but one 
of a series of events. Report meetings 
may be held at least once a week to 
check the progress, refresh the enthu- 
siasm of the workers, and give evidence 
that the movernent is underway. 

So much for procedure. Now comes 
the common question: “How much will 
it cost?” The costs of capital fund 
campaigns for churches vary, but it is 
generally accepted that such campaigns 
cost less than similar campaigns for 
educational institutions and hospitals 
which may average in the area of five 
per cent of the total raised. Expenses 
in church campaigns ordinarily include 
printing, clerical assistance (unless this 
is volunteered) and such material costs 
as direct mail. It is not unusual for the 
women of the church to assume respon 
sibility for providing campaign dinners 
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without high cost to the church. 

The fees of the professional fund 
raising counsel, in most instances, will 
be fixed on the basis of the number of 
men employed and the length of time 
employed. These fees will be estimated 
and agreed upon prior to the campaign 
and can only be extended by mutual 
agreement. 

The duration of church campaigns 
is usually less than that of other capital 
fund campaigns, because there is an 
already interested audience committed 
to some participation. Congregations 
share with church leadership in an 
understanding of the needs and an 
abiding loyalty to the cause. The cam- 
paigns which are concluded in the 
shortest period are likely to be the most 
successful. The period of the campaign 
is determined to a considerable degree 
by the size of the goal and the number 
of prospects to be covered. Some cam- 
paigns may be completed in four weeks. 
Six weeks is not infrequent and there 
are occasions when ten weeks may be 
taken. Over-long campaigns have a 
tendency to a loss of interest, and an 
uninspired endeavor instead of an ex- 


citing adventure will usually result. 

Any campaign for a church is an 
exciting adventure which opens new 
opportunities to the individual and the 
institution. It achieves new friendships 
and builds a much stronger church. 
Support is often maintained at an in- 
creased rate long after the campaign 
pledges have been fulfilled. 

It is an adventure, but it requires 
organization. Success is built on or- 
derly procedure and systematic investi- 
gation, analysis, planning, and opera- 
tion according to a united plan and 
an acceptable time schedule at pre- 
determined costs—factors to which the 
professional fund-raising counsel can 
contribute a great deal.

methods. Not too much can run awry 
when using a map or chalkboard or 
opaque projector. Granted some A-Vs 
do have their difficulties, how many 
congregations dismiss their ministers 
when he suffers laryngitis or destroy 
their organ when its pipes blow a 
gasket? We live in a finite world. Pro- 
jection lamps will burn out; tapes will 
break. You can count on it. But you 
can also count on preventing most such 
mishaps through the same kind of 
stewardship you would practice on any- 
thing of worth. 

9. INADEQUACY (“I’ve never had 
any training along this line.”) The 
twelve disciples had precious little 
training for their highest calling. Yet 
this lack did not limit their followship. 
They sought whatever skills were 
needed because of the faith which fired 
their entire being. This is the kind of 
commitment and consequence called for 
Christianity. The 
church and the society in which it 
works is living in a revolutionary time.

pre-stressing of concrete elements has 
eliminated a great deal of site-built 
formwork. Concrete fabrication shops 
have developed the techniques of accu- 
rate fabrications long associated with 
the steel industry and shop fabrication 
promotes superior quality control of 
the mixing and placing of concrete, in 
addition to eliminating the weather 
factor. The fact that concrete construc- 
tion is comparable in cost and erection 
time with steel, and in many cases, 
wood, is interesting to most church 
groups, since fire proof concrete even 
where combined with laminated and 
heavy wood construction (rated with 
mill construction by most fire insurance 
authorities) will considerably reduce 
insurance rates. Even more important, 
of course, is the fact that this type of 
construction means greater safety for 
our children. Concrete too is a beauti- 
ful architectural media, when sensi- 
tively handled, and is a rapid and effi- 
cient method of construction.

Landscaping and the services of a 
Landscape Architect are uppermost in 
this writer’s mind when sad experiences 
come to mind. The professional services 
of a Landscape Architect should be 
obtained at the inception of any build- 
ing program, in order to advise the 
architect, and supplement his normally 
insufficient knowledge of what the 
Lord’s gifts (trees and other growing 
things) can do for his people. 

The services of the Landscape Archi- 
tect are a powerful tool in the plan- 
ning stage. If the service is postponed 
until construction is complete, this tool 
usually loses some of its effectiveness 
and makes the job much more difficult.
